Proposed Addition To Agawam Center Library 


The Board of 'Library Trustees 
and the Agtowani Center Library 
Association have approved plans 
for the addition to the Agawam 
Center Library. Bids will be 
sought in July and completion by 
January is anticipated according 
to David Carlson, architect and. 
Robert W. Hull, consulting en¬ 


gineer of the project. 

The addition will more than 
double the present floor space and 
will be of brick construction and 
a design in keeping with the 
original building. An appropria¬ 
tion lor $50,000 for the addition 
was voted, on at the 1968 town 
meeting. 


The addition will be erected t 
the rear of the original build* ng 
and will be 36x55 ft. The present 
library is 26x47 If. Reading areas, 
stack space, sanitary facilities, 
office and staff room space will 
be provided for in the addition. 
The full basement under the ad¬ 


dition will provide an additional 
19S0 square feet and will be 
rough finished with provisions for 
future paneling. A completely 
new r heating system will supply 
both the original building and the 
new addition.
